| ERMANY, in the first year of war, suffered 206,000 casual- 
ties, compared with total German losses of 580,000 in the 
first four months of the World War, authoritative sources 
| said today. 

A tabulation of Germany’s manpower 
dead at 39,000, wounded. 143,000 and missing 24,000. 

| German planes, during the year, were said by these sources 
to have dropped 5,000,000 bombs weighing more than 75,000 tons. 
This amounts, they said, to 50 trainloads of 50 cars each. 

The bombers, operating on 220 days, have carried 3500 attacks, 
it stated. 

| The tabulation credited German planes with sinking 500 mer- 
chantmen and warships with a gross tonnage” of 2,000,000 and 
said 700 other vessels of 3,500,000 tons were damaged.

British Using ‘Mechanical Bird Dog's 
To Point Out Nazi Night Air Rai nt 


LONDON, Aug. 31 (AP). — The 

defenders of Britain are using 4 
sort of “mechanical bird dog” to 
hunt German night raiders.

Atheistic Communism has already 
found a fertile field in this country 
among young discontended men and 
women who threw away principles of 
justice and equality because they learned 
these principles as they did the multipli- 
cation tables, without reason—divorced 
from their real significance. 

That significance lies in the recogni- 
tion that the right to live-in society, to. 
govern and be governed and to pursue 
happiness are rights emanating from 
God, and not privileges granted hy the 
state. 

Catholic and Protestant alike  be- 
lieve this. If you do not begin with this 
truth in the education of democracy, you 
build a house without a foundation.

A BAR AGAINST ELECTION CROOKS. 


Senator Hatch has introduced a long-awaited meas- 
ure to safeguard the ballot box by making it a Fed- 
eral offense to commit or connive at fraud in any 
election affecting the choice of members of Congress 
or of a President or Vice-President. 

Many people think we have a law to this effect now 
and would cite the election fraud convictions at Kan- 
sas City as proof. The truth is that the convictions 
at Kansas City were not based on an election fraud 
law but on a statute forbidding conspiracies to in- 
jure any citizen in the exercise of his rights. Be- 
fore District Attorney Maurice Milligan invoked it at 
Kansas City, this Civil War law was all but un- 
known, and there was considerable doubt as to wheth- 
er the courts would sustain its use in this connection. 

Although the experience at Kansas City proves that 
the old conspiracy statute can be used against some 
types of vote fraud, the presumption is still that it 
cannot be used to punish fraud in primary elections. 
And it is definitely established that it cannot be used 
against certain kinds of obvious fraud even in general 
elections. In any case, the conspiracy law is an in- 
direct and awkward legal process. 

It is a glaring inconsistency for Congress to pass 
such incidental election laws as those regulating the 
size of campaign contributions and forbidding Federal 
employes from engaging in electioneering while the 
statute books are left void of a Federal law forbidding 
outright ballot-box thieving. 

The Kansas City machine is crippled, or at least 
slumbering, but there are other city machines which 
wield vast power in local, state and national politics. 
The existence of such disreputable outfits as the Kel- 
ly-Nash organization in Chicago and the Hague dic- 
tatorship in Jersey City is sufficient proof of the 
need for strengthening the laws to protect the bal- 
lot box. With the machines, election thievery is a 
highly developed specialty, and they fear no power 
closer than Washington. 


Kansas City, “America, in order to be strong, must 
have the full functioning of the democratic process, 
free from the control of corrupt political machines.” 
This is not possible as long as the bosses are free 
to manipulate the election machinery. 

The bill which Mr. Hatch has offered in the Senate 
is the carefully considered work of the Criminal Law 
Council of the American Bar Association, of which 
Arthur J. Freund of St. Louis is chairman. 

The bill makes it an offense for any election offi- 
cial fraudulently to miscount or tabulate the result 
of any vote to nominate or elect a member of Con- 
gress, President or Vice-President. It is made an 
offense for any person by bribery, force or threat to 
prevent or obstruct a voter from casting his ballot 
or qualifying to do so. The padding of election rolls 
or the bribery of election officials is also forbidden. 
Penalties range to a $5000 fine and 10 years in prison. 

The measure has the hearty indorsement of Federal 
Judges Otis and Reeves, who tried the election fraud 
cases in Kansas City. Judge Reeves says: 

It is my opinion that this bill quite admirably 

covers all the matters desired to be included in a 


good election law. This bill should be passed by 
Congress. 


Judge Otis says: 

I am decidedly in favor of the adoption of this 
bill as law . . . The present laws are certainly 
inadequate to protect the rights of citizens. Under 
the present (conspiracy) law, great things have 
been accomplished in Kansas City, but the diffi- 
culties have been apparent and the narrowness 
of the field in which it is possible for the Depart- 
ment of Justice to operate has been especially 
apparent. 

Senator Hatch’s bill should have the indorsement 
not only of the Criminal Law Council but of the 
American Bar Association as a whole. It narrowly 
missed gaining the approval of the Bar Association’s 
House of Delegates last January, and would probably 
have been approved except for a misleading speech by 
former Attorney-General John T. Barker of Missouri, 
who was a stanch cog of the Pendergast machine. 

Whatever the American Bar Association may do, 
the duty of Congress is clear. It should give the 
Department of Justice a precise, effective legal 
weapon to use against any person who seeks to pre- 
vent an honest vote and an honest count in any 
Federal election. 
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THE NEW DEAL’S GO-GETTER. 

Critics of the administration have for years been 
talking scornfully of the starry-eyed visionaries and 
telling us there wasn’t an ounce of business brains 
in the whole New Deal outfit. What about this Law- 
rence (Chip) Robert who, if the figures are right, 
appears to be a pretty canny citizen? 

Officially, Robert is Secretary of the Democratic 
National Committee. He also served as Assistant 
Secretary of the Treasury, where he specialized in 
Federal buying and construction. In private life he 
operates an engineering and architectural firm in 
Atlanta, Ga. His firm, they say, has landed a couple 
of navy jobs that will yield in fees $931,000. 

And, remember, the defense program has hardly 
got started. The way is long. It looks like a path 
of profusion for those with a flair for gathering 
rosebuds. Among such we give you Chip Robert, a 
New Dealer by party affiliation, a go-getter in any 
clime or language. 
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The way the candidates ignore each other’s chal- 
lenges promises to make this the “campaign of 
snobs.” We did expect something more homespun 
from those Hoosiers—Willkie and McNutt. 
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A ROLL CALL WITH MEANING. 

The Post-Dispatch said the other day in comment 
on the passage of the Burke-Wadsworth bill by the 
Senate that conscription is a “package plainly 
marked, ‘Handle With Care.’” 

Review of the roll calls on the several amendments 
preceding the final vote shows how true this is. On 
the Hayden amendment, which would have delayed 
conscription for 60 days pending an enlistme>t cam- 
paign, the vote was 41 to 43. A margin of one vote 
prevented a tie and a margin of only two votes staved 
off postponement of the actual draft. 

No fewer than 13 Senators who finally voted for 
the bill and immediate conscription had previously 
voted to put it off until later.

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IOWA VARIANT OF THE FIRESIDE MANNER. 

Those .who heard Henry Wallace accept the Demo- 
cratic vice-presidential nomination in the yellow- 
brick Coliseum across the river from the Des Moines 
City Hall, as well as the much larger and much more 
important radio audience, must have been impressed 
by the manner of the speech, if not by its substance. 

Here was speaking that deserved the praise that 
the President wired from Hyde Park. In a sense, it 
was more convincing than the suave charm of the 
boss’ fireside chats. It was intense masculine talk, 
not of the man-to-man sort, but rather the fervid ap- 
peal of the crusader scorning niceties in his zeal. 

The speech had cadence and rhythm. The pauses 
came in the right places. The right words were 
stressed. It was delivered quickly, yet there was no 
undue rushing, no faltering, no stumbling. It avoided 
impression of being read from a manuscript. 

Above all, there was no trace of the flowery 
embellishments of run-of-the-mine political oratory. 
It seemed almost as if the man were not at all inter- 
ested in gathering votes, but only in sounding an 
alarm for the nation. 

It is true that the manner of a man’s speech is no 
index to his moral code and no qualification for high 
office. An honest man, although he may be mute, 
towers high over the most eloquent rascal. It is true, 
too, that oratory may be compounded of the most 
studied devices. It may well be the result of elocu- 
tion lessons—especially in the case of Mr. Wallace, 
who had no great fame as an inspired orator. 

However, it must be conceded that eloquence can 
sway millions—especially in these days when cam- 
paigns are carried to the whole population by the 
radio. The day of meeting candidates only on the 
back platform of a train or through the printed 
word is gone. 

Mr. Willkie disappointed many people in his El- 
wood speech. Senator McNary did little better at 
Salem. Now they are confronted not only by the 
persuasive Roosevelt, but by a dynamic Wallace. In- 
cidental as this challenge may be, they must in some 
measure meet it, if they are to hope for victory. 
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After a year of war in which no gas has yet been 
used, the British are finally tiring of the task of 
carrying gas masks around. Impulsive chaps, what?

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MELANCHOLY DAYS FOR RUMANIA. 

These must be melancholy days for Crown Prince 
Michael of Rumania. He has more than the lengthen- 
ing shadows of declining summer to remind him of 
the twilight of kings. In spite of the efforts of his 
father, the swashbuckling Carol, he can see. his herit- 
age being seized, chunk by chunk, under his eyes. 

Yesterday, 17,000 square miles of Transylvania 
were ceded to Hungary. That, of course, was a grab 
that Admiral Horthy, the Hungarian regent, never 
could have made with his own fist. Behind it was 
the strength of Mussolini and of the Hitler who had 
declared himself the protector of the kingdom. 

The Fuehrer repeated that declaration yesterday. 
With Mussolini, he guaranteed the new Rumanian 
frontiers. But even if Bucharest were inclined to 
place full reliance in Nazi promises, it would find 
itself with only a feeble reed. Germany is preoccu- 
pied with the war against Britain and must, perforce, 
sacrifice weak Rumania rather than involve itself 
in new hostilities at this time. 

Russia, which has already snatched Bessarabia and 
Bukovina, knows this full well, and seems to be pre- 
paring to press new ciaims, Already Moscow is de- 
manding an “early and satisfactory” reply to its pro- 
tests over a “border incident.” That’s a familiar 
overture! 

So, Michael may well wonder if, in the fullness of 
time, there will be a throne for him to ascend, a 
crown for him to wear. 
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President Ortiz of the Argentine, who resigned in 
a great huff, has decided to stay in office after all. 
No doubt, by popular demand. 
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THE BLOW CAN BE SOFTENED. 

Representative Cravens of Arkansas has asked 
the Attorney-General to investigate the efforts of 
some Southern Illinois coal interests to boycott St. 
Louis because of the anti-smoke ordinance. We see 
no wisdom in that. The matter is hardly of such 
importance as to compel the attention of the Depart- 
ment of Justice. Also, it seems to us, the remedy is 
to be found in explanation and understanding. 

A fine example of this was the editorial in the 
Sparta (Ill.) News-Plaindealer, reprinted on this 
page the other day. The editor said that the ordi- 
nance was necessary for St. Louis. It was unfortu- 
nate, he said, that a few toes were stepped on. But 
this, he emphasized, does not justify opposition. 

We agree with this logic and we appreciate this 
attitude. However, we would like to say that the 
blow to the Illinois coal industry can be softened. 
There are ways in which the miners across the 
river can make their product acceptable to us. If 
they will co-operate to that extent, they may be sure 
of their old market in St. Louis. 
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Candidate Willkie has extended his first campaign 
tour from 3800 to 7000 miles.

UR era has been characterized by far- 
0 reaching developments in communica- 

tion, transportation and other fields, 
but not in building. Put down on a piece of 
paper what you consider the most important 
inventions of the past 50 years. The chances 
are that your list will not include a single 
development in the field of building. 

True, we have great skyscrapers, bridges, 
highways and power projects. But in the 
case of the most important unit—the dwell- 
ing—progress, like a high-powered motor 
car, seems to have swept by its door. Struc- 
turally, the detached house of today is es- 
sentially the same as many that were built 
100 years ago. 

In 1940, as in 1840, the same materials— 
brick, stone, lumber, sand and lime—are de- 
livered to the building site in much the 
same form and erected in much the same 
manner. Although the materials themselves 
are now produced by more efficient methods 
than those formerly used, the residential 
house itself seems to have resisted change. 
May it not ever remain so humble! 

In obtaining his food, clothing, transpor- 
tation and amusement, man has _ brought 
mass production into operation, and the re- 
sult has been an increasing flow of goods 
at decreasing cost. Industry, labor and the 
consumer have all gained. 

In obtaining shelter, however, he has in- 
sisted on having each unit made to order. 
Result—an industry that has failed to keep 
pace with others either in improving the 
quality of its finished product or in bring- 
ing it within the reach of the masses; an 
industry that has failed to show any real re- 
cuperative power since the 1920’s. If auto- 
mobiles were made to order the way houses 
are, the price of a car would be far beyond 
the reach of the average family. 
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Not that the building industry is wholly 
to blame for all this—technologicag progress 
has been impeded by many restrictions im- 
posed by organized labor and the politicians. 
In the first place, the industry really con- 
sists of two distinct divisions—the com- 
panies which supply building materials and 
equipment and the thousands of small con- 
tractors throtighout the nation v!:o engage 
in the actual construction. If the former 
have been remiss in promoting research to 
develop new products and processes, it is 
partly because the outlets have been blocked. 

There are today many laws in effect that 
tend to discourage scientific progress. When 
the automobile industry developed the sealed 
beam headlight, it had to have the uniform 
motor vehicle code changed by a large num- 
ber of state Legislatures. But this is nothing 
compared with the task that wou!! confront 
the building companies if, for example, they 
decided to launch the pre-fabricated house 
on a large scale. It has been pointed out 
that there are 1800 local buiiding codes in 
operation in the United States and many of 
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these contain restrictions of various kinds 
that make it almost impossible to change 


| methods or materials. 


These codes have often been used to bar | 
_the pre-fabricated house, to prevent the use | 


of wallboard instead of plaster and to keep 
many improved products out of certain lo- 
calities. The unions have fought against 


everything that would reduce building costs | 
by cutting down on hours of labor in con- |

struction, even though it merely meant a

Such restrictions, combined with the high 
wages demanded by the unions, have kept

building costs up far higher than in other 
industries. If people spend their money for 
new cars instead of new homes, or prefer to 
live in trailers, it is partly because the re- 
duction in the unit price of a house has 
failed to keep pace with the automobile. 

If the various restrictive factors that have 
borne so heavily on the building industry 
were removed, there can be little doubt that 
it would be due for a renaissance. People 
naturally desire better living and working 
quarters, since it has been calculated they 
spend on an average 87 per cent of their 
time indoors. There are many latent growth 
factors in the building field. Evidence has 
been accumulating in recent years that im- 
portant changes are impending, if these fac- 
tors can be released. 

The factory-fabricated house has made 
its appearance. Houses using steel members 
for the structural frame; a variety of other 
materials: Lumber, cement, stucco, gypsum, 
asbestos-cement, treated wood-fiber prod- 
ucts, plyboard, aluminum foil, rock wool, 
etc., for interior and exterior walls and for 
insulation; and the usual floor coverings 
have been placed upon the market.

In another type, the wall, floor and ceiling 
sections are made entirely of steel sheets, 
the wall sections consisting of sheet steel 
on both interior and exterior faces, welded 
to vertical channel sections spaced at fre- 
quent intervals. Other types provide fabrica- 
tions of complete panels and sections. 

Under present methods, about one-half of 
the cost of a building goes for materials and 
one-half for construction. Fabrication of 
more and more parts at the factory that can 
readily be assembled at the building site 
should result in a substantial net reduction 
in cost, thereby increasing the effective de- 
mand for materials and equipment. 

Factory fabrication of more and more 
parts will probably have an important bear- 
ing on the use of materials, since certain 
ones qualify better than others. Metals, 
wood and even cement are amenable to pre- 
fabrication but bricks are not. 
steel and other metals will probably increase 
in the residential field. Plastics will find 
widening applications for decorative pur- 
poses, but will be too expensive for struc- 
tural’ parts. The use of plywood and other 
treated wood products should expand. 

As a whole, the building industry has not 
in the past been conspicuous for its research 
activities. Certain companies, however, have 
been very progressive in this respect. It is 
significant that these companies have all 
been associated with growing lines. 

That the building industry as a whole has 
lagged behind others in scientific progress, 
however, has its bright side as well as its 
dark one. The industry has yet to undergo 
it technological revolution and the ability of 
the various .companies to benefit from na- 
scent trends will depend upon their alert-

Incidentally, 127 fire insurance 
companies operating there incur a heavy 
underwriting loss on Tom Pendergast’s pe 
litical power. 

A three-Judge Federal Court orders the 
companies to remit to policyholders some 
$7,200,000 impounded premiums in an 1- 
year-old rate increase case, presumably with 
four years’ interest for the period since the 
funds were released through a “settlement 
by bribery and fraud.” . 

It was the bribe money, $430,000, whic! 
got the Kansas City Democratic “boss” and 
his henchman, State Insurance Commission 
er O'Malley, in prison for failure to make 
income tax returns on it. The Commission 
er who had fought the rate increase was Ss 
perseded by O’Malley and the settlement 
followed shortly. 

Considering that the State had won the 
case up to that point, the terms of settlement 
are interesting. The policyholders were t 
receive 20 per cent, $1,800,000 of the $9,000,- 
000 premiums they had paid; the companies 
50 per cent, $4,500,000, and 30 per cent, $ 
700,000, was set apart for expenses, 4 SP 
which left a curiously large balance above 
the $430,000 Pendergast took. 

In fact, a news account of Pendergast’ 
connection with the transaction says he was 
gypped out of $320,000. It may cost more 
to bribe a political boss than he demands. 

However that may be, the judgment is 
going to cost the companies several millions 
more than the restitution to policyholders 
of the $9,000,000 they had paid in impounded 
premiums. The companies, besides the $4- 
500,000 alloted to them in the illegal settle 
ment, evidently must go into their ow” 
funds for nearly $3,000,000, including Pe 
dergast’s $430,000.

Part of Effort to Destroy So- 
cial Gains, Joseph Curran 
Says at Peace Rally. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 31 (AP).—Jo- 
seph Curran, president of the Na- 
tional Maritime Union, asserted to- 


day that peacetime conscription “is 
directed solely against the wage- 
earners” and part of an effort to 
“destroy the social and economic 
gains of the past few years.” 

Curran/ who also is president of 
the CIO” Industrial Council of 
Greater New York, was one of the 
scheduled speakers at the “emer- 
gency peace mobilization” spon- 
sored by the Committee to Defend 
America by Keeping Out of War.” 

Delegates rallied for the first ses- 
sion of the three-day meeting amid 
accusation by critics that it is Com- 
munist controlled. Twenty-seven 
New York CIO unions rejected Cur- 
ran’s appeal for funds for the meet- 
ing, stating it “would benefit the 
totalitarian nations.” 

In his prepared manuscript Cur- 
ran said that organized labor was 
not opposed to national defense but 
contended that until voluntary en- 
listment had been given a “free 
trial” peacetime conscription 
“smacks of Fascism.” 

He charged that “the great in- 
dustrialists and bankers” were 
seeking thorugh the dissemination 
of war propaganda to create fear 
and hysteria with a view to attack- 
ing “our work and living standards, 
and wiping out fhe trade unions as 
a factor in our economy.” 

“What they want,” Curran said, 
“is to wangle out of the American 
people 10 billion dollars worth of 
Government contracts, to destroy 
democracy and the labor movement, 
and to build a colonial empire in 
Latin America.” 


MRS. ROOSEVELT PRESENTS 
CHILDREN’S WAR RELIEF FUNDS 


Costumed Refugees From Eight 
Nations Receive Checks To- 
taling $135,000. 

HYDE PARK, N. Y., Aug. 31 
(AP).—Costumed refugee children 
from lands overrun by war re- 
ceived eight checks totaling $135,- 
000 from American youngsters at 
a ceremony yesterday at the Roose- 

velt home. 

Mrs. Roosevelt presided at the 
ceremony, at which Crown Princess 
Martha of Norway and her three 
children were introduced to the 
children who presented the checks. 

A jury of award, of which Mrs. 
Roosevelt was a member, divided 
the $135,000 for distribution by 
various interested agencies in this 
manner: $22,500 each for French, 
Polish, Jewish, English and Chi- 
nese children; $7500 each for Bel- 
gian, Finnish and Dutch children. 


ROOSEVELT SIGNS PHILIPPINE 
BILL LIMITING IMMIGRATION 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 31 (AP).— 
Territories officials said today Pres- 
ident Roosevelt had signed a bill 
passed by the Philippine National 
Assembly limiting immigration to 
the islands to 500 persons a year 
of each nationality. 

The Japanese Government had 
registered its disapproval of the 
measure at the State Department 
prior to its approval by Roose- 
velt. Approval by the President of 
the United States is required on 
all Philippine legislation dealing 
with immigration to the islands. 

Officials said Roosevelt signed 
the bill Monday but announcement 
of his action was withheld until 
Francis B. Sayre, American High 
Commissioner to the Philippines, 
could notify President Manuel Que- 
zon that the bill had been signed.

A contract providing the same 
wage increases and shorter hours 
was also signed with the 8S. _ 5. 
Kresge  five-and-ten-cent store, 
whose employes did not strike.

The wage scale is now $12.50 a 
week for beginners, $14.50 after 
six months and $16,50 after a year, 
instead of the old scale of $12.50 
after a year’s employment.

Truman’s total vote was 268,557 
and Stark’s 260,581.

WILLKIE ATTACK ON 
INDUSTRIAL DRAFT 


Russell Challenges Nominee 
to Platform Discussion 
—Wiley Says Democrats 
Are ‘Unsportsmanlike.’ 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 31 (AP). — 
The 1940 presidential campaign is 
in full swing as far as the Senate 
‘was concerned. 

A round of Democratic speech- 
making on Wendell L. Willkie’s 
views on draft-industry legislation 
started it off yesterday, bringing 
Republican members to their feet 
in quick defense of their party’s 


presidential candidate. 

The industry proposal, written in- 
to the Burke-Wadsworth conscrip 
tion bill before the Senate passed 
that measure Wedensday, had been 
characterized by Willkie as “revo- 
lutionary” and “potential dictator- 
ship.” 


Would Debate With Willkie. 


Senator Russell (Dem.), Georgia, 
a sponsor of the provision, told 
the Senate he would debate the 
issue with Willkie “anytime, any- 
where.” 

Democratic Leader Barkley read 
the names of the Republican Sen- 
ators who voted for the proposal 
and suggested that “when Willkie 
opens his campaign at Coffeyville. 
Kan., he debate this issue with 
Senator Capper (Kansas Republi- 
can) who voted for this amend- 
ment.” 

Senator Wiley (Rep.), Wisconsin, 
called the conduct of the Democrats 
“unsportsmanlike” in criticising a 
man “who cannot answer here.” 

“You gentlemen have had your 
field day today,” he said, “but Will- 
kie will have his in November.” 

Senator Lee (Dem.), Oklahoma 
observed that a “new, popular song 
should be written for Mr. Willkie 
about I didn’t raise my dollar to 
be a soldier.” 

Senator Clark (Dem.), Missouri. 
said Willkie apparently was anx- 
ious “to protect” the munitions

Senator Burke (Dem.), Nebrast

MILITARY TERMS 
IN 7 LANGUAGES IN 
ARMY HANDBOOK 


Dictionary Would Aid in Ques- 
tioning of Prisoners and 
in Decoding Papers. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 31 (AP). — 
The War Department is putting out 
a dictionary—a handbook of mili 
tary terms in English and their 
equivalents in German, French, 


Spanish, Italian, Portuguese and 
Russian. 

The project is being undertaken 
jointly by the army’s military in- 
telligence division (G-2) and the 
WPA. It is intended “to keep our 
armies and services up to date on 
foreign developments in startegy 
tactics, techniques and materials, 
said Maj. Arthur Vollmer, project 
director. 

Maj. Vollmer said the handbook 
would serve not only as an aid 
in the “interrogation of military 
prisoners, but also in the decipher- 
ing and decoding of captured docu- 
ments, radiograms, enemy newspa- 
pers and periodicals.” 

He said he wished to make it 
clear, however, “that we are not 
preparing to fight any particular 
nation merely because we are get- 
ting up a dictionary including that 
language.” 


U. $, EMPLOYMENT IN JULY 
HIGHEST SINCE OCTOBER, 1937 


Industrial Conference Board Esti- 
mates Total at 46,882,000; 
8,235,000 Jobless. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 31 (AP).—Em- 
ployment in the United States dur- 
ing July reached the highest level 
since October, 1937, the National In- 
dustrial Conference Board, a re- 
search organization sponsored 
largely by industries, reported to- 

day. 

The July total of workers was es- 
timated at 46,882,000, a figure 4000 
higher than June and topped in the 
last three years only by the 47,516,- 
000 employed in October, 1937. 

However, due to an increase in 
persons available for jobs, July saw 
a rise of 54,000 in the unemployed,

C Urges Simplifi 
tion — Harrison Calls 
Measure Most Intricate 
Ever Given to Congress. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 31 (AP).— 
Indications that the Senate Finance . 
Committee would revise the House- 
approved excess profits tax bill in- 
creased today with a statement by 
Senator George (Dem.), Georgia, 
that “Nobody can apply the bill 
accurately and that goes even for 
the experts from the Treasury.” 

The committee will start hear- 
ings on the measure Tuesday and 
Chairman Harrison (Dem.), Mis- 
sissippi, said he hoped it would 
be ready for Senate action a week 
from Monday. Harrison said it 
was the “most intricate tax bill 
ever presented to Congress.” 

Both he and George, a member 
of the committee, said spokesmen 
for corporations would get a 
chance to testify on how they 
thought the proposed levy. would 
work out when actually applied. As 
approved by the House, it would 
range from 20 to 50 per cent on 
all corporate excess profits. 

George said that changes were 
needed “in the interest of simplifi- 
cation.” 

“The Senate is under an obliga- 
tion to advise the public and tax- 
payers of the exact terms,” he 
said. “Legislation of this type is 
extremely difficult to draft and we 
want to be certain we are doing 
what we try to do.” 

Another member of the _ Fi- 
nance Committee, Senator Herring 
(Dem.), Iowa, urged that action be 
completed “reasonably soon”  be- 
cause, he said, “the more -we get 
into this thing the more confused 
we will be.”

Business Men Meeting in 
Kansas City Say It Is 
Not ‘Pork’ but ‘Justice’ 
They Want. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Aug. 31 
(AP).—Eight hundred business men 
from nine States voiced demands 
at a Midwest defense conference 
for a “just and proper share” of 
the billions to be spent for national 
defense. 

The resolutions passed during 
yesterday's one-day session said the 
conference was behind the defense 
program and that it was not a 
case of seeking “pork” but only 
“justice.” 

Representatives came from more 
than 200 cities and towns in Mis- 
souril, Kansas, Oklahoma, Arkan- 
sas, Nebraska, Iowa, Minnesota, 
North Dakota and South Dakota. 

The resolutions, demanding that 
the area’s resources be considered 
in developing “a sound or ade- 
quate” preparedness program, will 
be taken by a committee to Wash- 
ington for presentation to President 
Roosevelt, the National Defense 
Commission, the Army and Navy 
Boards and other authorities. 

Among the region’s advantages 
were listed: Invulnerability against 
attack, adequate and easily avail- 
able raw materials, native-born 
trained labor, fuel and power, trans- 
portation facilities and food sup- 
plies. 

The conference ended last night 
with a dinner at which Gov. Payne 
Ratner of Kansas declared “it is 
one of the great tragedies of our 
day that inland states have been 
jockeyed out of their proper posi- 
tion in the national defense lineup.’ 

The nine-state area’s 81 Senators 
and Representatives were urged to 


Fines were assessed in only 43 
per cent of the careless driving

this year, and in 68 per cent of the 
cases involving charges of driv- 
ing when intoxicated, City Coun- 
selor Edgar H. Wayman has re- 
ported to Mayor Dickmann. 

The report, made public yester- 
day by the Mayor, also shows that 
fines were assessed in 96 per cent! 
of the speeding cases and in 86 
per cent of the cases charging vio- 
lations at electric traffic signals. 
Waymaen had been requested by the 
Mayor to report on the disposition 
of traffic cases in the Police Courts, 
in a general investigation of the 
causes of increased traffic acci- 
dents this year. 

Wayman reported that out of 
the 2410 careless driving cases 
tried from January through June, 
fines were assessed in 1044 cases 
and the rest were dismissed. In 
198 cases charging driving when 
intoxicated, 135 resulted in fines 
and 63 were dismissed, 

He asserted that failure to obtain 
a greater number of convictions 


in these cases was due principally 
to the fact that persons involved 
in the accidents settle their dif- 
ferences and pay for property dam- 
ages, and then refuse to prosecute. 
He recommended that the courts 
assess costs against persons who 
bring the charges and then fail to 


prosecute. 
The report shows that fines 


were assessed in 4771 speeding 
cases, and that only 168 were dis- 
‘missed. Wayman pointed out that 
there had been no dismissals in 
cases in which persons were 
charged with driving 55 miles an 
hour or more. There were 1171 
cases tried on charges of traffic 


signal violations, and 1005 resulted 
in fines and only 166. were dis- 
missed. 

“In all cases,” Wayman stated 
in the report, “except in cases 
of careless driving, and _ driv- 
ing while intoxicated, the 
ratio of discharges as compared 
to fines imposed is so small as to 


as to indicate that in speeding and 
electric signal violations the courts 
have been functioning very well.”

the “Five-Fathom Bank” referred 
to meant the Five-Fathom Bank 
lightship, off Cape May Point. 

Coast guardsmen at Cape May, 
who had arranged to send boats to 
the stricken vessels, canceled ar- 
rangements later when the Sea- 
train reported itself able to. pro- 
ceed.

Philadelphia Aug. 21 after a voy- 
age from Portugal.

Boats from the Cape 
May Coast Guard Station were dis- 
patched immediately.
